STATE HOUSE, May 381—Memuourial 
day evidently served to cool the tem- 
pers of the members of the House, ani 
today the majority seemed content to 
rest the cudgels with which they ham- 
mered at the newspapers on Tuesday. 

Today the oratorical pyrotechnics 
were missing, and the order for an in- 
vestigation into the charges of corrup- 
tion was referrei to the committee on 
rules,-on motion of Mr. Coolidge of 
Cambridge, who introduced it. It is the 
general impression that the committee 
will take a very long time to consider 
the matter, and the chances for inves- 
tigation seem slim. 

This morning the House passed to a 
third reading the bill introduced on 
leave by Mr. Saunders of Boston pro- 
viding that all stores authorized to be 
open on Sunday may sell tobacco. Dur- 
ing the debate the Opponents of the bill 
called attention to the fact that the 
House had already killed a similar bill 
introduced by Mr. Daly of Lawrence. 


The latter bill did much to clear the 
road for Mr. Saunders’ bill. 
The labor bulletin issue] today by 


the Bureau of Statistics of Labor is an 
interesting document, In regard to 
trade conditions in Lawrence.the réport 
says: : 

“Ta the ¢otton jndustry, mills are run- 
ning on full time and to full capacity. 
The same conditions reported for the 
industry in Lowell exist in this city. 
The demand for duck, awnings, ticking, 
shirtings, and all fancy grades con- 
tinues to increase. Wages remain un- 
changed, Collections are good. 

In the woollen and worsted mills, im- 
provement is reported as compared 
with the closing months of 1899. Mills 
are running on full time and to full ca- 
pacity. The cost of stock has advanced 
during the quarter, although at its 
close prices show a declining tendency. 
Selling prices have also increased. This 
has slightly restricted activity in the 
industry at the close of the quarter. 
Wages are unchanged; collections fair. 

The worsted yarn mills -have_ been 
running on full time and to full capaci- 
ty, but at the close of the quarter they 
show diminished activity. No change is 
reported in the rate of wages. The de- 
mand for prints has fallen off since the 
fall of 1899, but this condition is con- 
sidered temporary. Mills are running on 
full time, and to about 80 per cent of 
full capacity. Wages remain unchang- 
ei, The number of employes reported 
from establishments canvassed for the 
weeks ending January 13 and April 14, 
rose from 17,553 to 17,937, a gain of 2.19 
per cent, The weekly pay roll did not 
materially change, being $138,366 and 
$138,144 for each week, respectively.

A CASE OF DUTY. 

When the South-American countries 
were at war with Spain, it was a habit 
to pass resolutions of sympathy with 
the struggling republics a!l over this 
country; because’ the Monroe doctrine 
had been announced—at the suggestion 
of an English minister’ by the way— 
and resolutions were passed in various 
political conventions sympathizing with 
sympathizing with Greece, 
sympathizing with Hungary, and ‘all 
they ever amounted to was having 
more Poles, more Greeks and more 
Hungarians killed, for it excited in 
their hearts a shope which had to be 
broken by cannon shots. Just now there 
is a cowardly portion of the press that 
seems to think the Boer quéstion rests 
upon some resolutions of sympathy by 
our government, for them, and the only 
possible result as stated by the commu- 
nication from the Americans in Boer 


land, which we published two days 
since, would be to have more Boers 
killed. There is just one way we can 


interpose in earnest, and we doubt 
about that’s being effective. That would 
be to declare war against Great Brit- 
ain. Were that done, it would not be a 
week until every Democratic paper in 
the land would be howling to have the 
declaration recalled. This is as clear 
as the sunlight.,and it shows that all 
the sympathy which the Demcoratic 
sheets are professing for the Boers is 
for political effect, and they strike the 
public exactly ‘as a man’s dyed whisk- 
ers strike an outsider’s eye; the dying 
deceives nobody but the wearer of the 
whiskers, The Boers are not entitled 
to a bit more sympathy than the Ya- 
quis. They are not entitied to nearly 
as much sympathy as the Finns. They 
started out to make a so-called republic 
out of all South Africa. When they en- 
tered Natal they issued a proclamation 
of annexation and administered the 
civil government as a part of the 
Transvaal until they were driven out. 
It looks as though they had failed, and 
there is no American that does not 
synipathize with them, sympathize with 
the mothers and sisters and wives of 
those who have been killed, but it is 
one of the cases which the Father of 
our country warned the people against 
—to avoid entangling ailiances—and 


every administration since has done it. | 


The Boers have no greater call upon 
our sympathies than had the Hungari- 
ans when Kossuth came here. He had 
devoted twenty years to obtain the just 
rights of his people against unmerited 
and shameful taxation and oppression 
and all our government could do was to 
say it was sorry for him and his cause. 
All .the sympathy expressed for the 
Greeks simply caused the death of more 
Greeks, because while our nation is 


great, while it is doing what it can to | 


make the burdens of the world’s poor 
lighter and cpen up to them freedom 
and hapiper lives, it is not omnipotent 
and just now has much on hand to at- 
tend to, and according to our Demo- 
cratic friends, a great deal more than 
it is attending to well. There will be 
a freerepublicand a federation of states 
in South Africa after a while. They will 
have as free a government as Canada 
or Australia, and that is as free as our 
own, and, in the fullness of years, they 
doubtless will, through natural ripeness

simple acts as that of Prof. Park when 
he took up a collection of $90, to adorn 
the main street of our town. 

The theological world is full of his 
life; the educational Andover is deeply 
stirred by the loss of its honored dean, 
but the citizen can find no better 
message from the life of Andover's 
grand old man, than the message of 
peace and quiet and beauty which are 
borne in upon him as he passes under 
the shadow of the town’s fine old trees.

NOTED THEOLOGIAN, 


Prof. Edwards A. Park Has Gone to 
His Reward. 


On Monday afternoon shorily after 4 
o'clock occurred the death of one of. the 
most noted theologians in the country, 
Prof. Edwards A. Park, who passed away 
quietly at his home on Andover hill at 
the advanced age of 1 years and tive 
months. 

For more than half a century he has 
been closely identitied with the religious 
life of Andover. His views and theories 


| on Christianity have been widely promul- 


gated throughout all the world by his 
humerous Writings. 

He had been failing in health for some 
time and death was due to a general 
breaking down of the system. 

Edwards A. Park was born in Provi- 
dence, R. I., December 29, 1808. He was 
a son,of the late Calvin Park, D. D. 
He graduated from Brown University 
in 1826 and from the Andover Theolog- 
icalical Seminary in 1831, being, there- 
fore, till his death, the olcest living 
graduate of the institution, 

From 1831°to 185°he*had >a fruitful 
service as pasteur-of Dr. Storr's church 
in Braintree. 

In 1835-36 he was professor of mental 


} and moral philosophy at Amherst, from 


Is36 to 1847 professor of sacred rhetoric 
at Andover, and from 1847 till his retire- 
ment, in 1881 professor of Christain tne- 
ology at the Andover Theological Sem- 
inary, with which institution he had 
been actively connected 55 years. 


During his long career as a theolo- 
gian he had engaged in many religious 
controversies, including those with Dr. 
Brownson, who renounced Protestant- 


ism for Catholicism, and with Prof. 
Egbert C. Smythe and the other Ando- 
ver instructors. His -words, spoken 


and written, have gone out through all 
the earth. As the foremost expounder 
of the ‘‘New England theology,” as the 
teacher of forty-five classes of students 
in the oldest seminary in the land, as 
editor for forty years of the Bibliotheca 
Sacra, as one of the seminary preachers 
and a frequent preacher in the leading 
pulpits of New England, saying noth- 
ing of unnumbered sermons and dis- 
courses of ordinations and dedications 
and college commeéncements, before leg- 
islatures and conventions (of. which 
marked examples were the Dudleian 
lecture at Cambridge on the Intellectual 
and Moral Influence of Romanism, his 
“Convention sermon” in 1850 on the 
Theology of the Intellect and that of 
the Feelings, and the sermon before the 
General Court in 1851 on the Indebted- 
ness-of the state to the Clergy. He had; 
without question a wider influence in | 
molding theological opinon than any 
other minister of his time. ; 

Prof. Park had contributed largely to 
the religious press, the largest single 
article being ‘Discourses and Treat- 
ises on the Atonement,” with an intro- 
Guctory essay on the rise of the Ed- 
wardean theory of the atonement, Col- 
laborating with Prof. Phelps and Dr. 
Lowell Mason, he prepared a volume 
on hymns and. choirs, giving an 
historical account of hymnology and on 
church music. He had written many | 
essays, memoirs and reviews, many of 
his contributions appearng in | 
“Sprague’s Annals of the American. 
Pulpit,” ‘‘Smith’s Bib!e Dictionary,” 
etc. During three years he was one of 
the editors of ‘Bibliotheca Sacra,” the 
organ of Andover theology. 

In 1884 he published a controversial | 
pamphlet on the associate board of An- 
dover Seminary. In 1885 he pubilshed 
“Discourses on Some Theological Doc- 
trines as Related to the Religious 
Character,””’ His unpublished works in- 
clude “A Life of Jonathan Edwards an@} 
His Lectures on Theology at the Ando- 
ver Seminary.” 

In 1882 at a meeting of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, held in Portland, Me., he ut- 
tered the phrase, “The new theology 
will cut the nerve of missions,” which 
has become historic. | 

A peculiar circumstance is that the 
Rev. W. E. Park, the professor's son, 
whose mother, Anna Maria Edwards, | 
Was the great-grand-daughter of Jon- 
athan Edwards married a lineal des- 
cendant of Colonel Israel Williams, the | 


During 50 years Prof, Park had prac- 
tically been an invalid. When he was in 
Braintree, at the age of 25 years, his 
eyes gave out, and he was confined to 
a darkened room a year. His eye trou- 
ble forced him to refuse a professor- 
ship at Amherst. He had béen “treated | 
by the most famous oculists in the 
world, including Drs. Juncken and von 
Grife of Berlin. 

The great age attained by him was 
the more remarkable from the fact of 
his feeble health as a young man. He 
occasionally referred to the fact that4 
when in the seminary he suffered from 
weak lungs and was unable for months | 
to recite. His classmates, He after- 
wards learned, were accustomed to 
meet to pray for his recovery and he 
was spoken of, inthe language of the 
day, as “one marked for death.” And 
yet he outlived, not only everv member 
of his own class, but also, with the ex- 
ception of the venerable Dr. Riggs of 
Constantinople, every member of. the 
other classes studying at the same time 
with him in Andover, as well as hun- 
dreds of his pupils of later years. 

Prof. Park was one of the board of 
trustees of Abbot Academy, one of the 
original trustees of Smith college. a fel- 
low of Brown University and of the 
Victoria Institute, England, and a 
member of numerous historical and 
theological societies. 

Regarding his religious belief Prof, 
Park once said: “I am a Calvanist, but 
don’t misunderstand me. I never knew 
a Calvanist in my day who believed in 
the damnation of infants or of dark- 
minded but penitent heathen. God can 
regenerate by the light of nature as

residence. Since his retirement from | 
the Abbott Professorship of Christian 
Theology in 1881, Professor Park resid- 
ed quietly on Andover hill. 

His reading was extensive and varied, 
often filling four to six hours a day, 1n- 
cluding the daily newspapers—the New 
York Tribune was always one-—and the 
monthly and 
quarterly. To a remarkable degree he 
kept up with the important news of the 

time, both home and foreign, having 

taken an intense interest in the pro-,; 
gress of the war and in the problems of | 
national policy consequent upon it. All 
notes of modern inventions and discov- 
erles in the arts and sciences and all 
book reviews he wished to read. 
favorite reading was in philosophy and |

George A. Gordon's 
Christ of Today and Immortality, with 
| lighter books of table talk for the even- 
ing—no fiction at all—and his old pupils 
could see that he practiced for himself 
the thorough course of reading at nine- 
ty that he demanded of them as the- 
| ologues, He found time and strength 
; to keep u> a voluminous correspond- 
ence with theological and _ historical 
|} writers with ministers and _ mission- 
ares and with old friends in all parts of 
| the world. 

| He leaves a son, the Rev. W. E. Park 
jof' Gloversville, New York, and a 
daughter,, Miss Agnes, who has made 
;her home with him and_ been ‘his 
companion during the long years which 
ill-health forced him to pass in com- 
parative quiet at his home on Andwo- 
ver hill. 

He also leaves two grandchildren, 
Miss Marion Park, a recent graduate of 
Bryn Mawr college, and a namesake, 
Edwards A. Park, a senior at Yale Uni- 
versity, both of Gloversville, N. Y. 

Arrangements for the funeral of Prof. 
Park this afternoon were as follows: 
At the house, Dr. Wellman, of Malden, 
conducted a brief service. Passages from 
the writings of Jonathan Edwards were 
read. At the chapel, the scriptures were 
read by Rev. Dr. Wellman. ‘ When I 
Survey the Wondrous Cross,’ was sung 
by the congregation, led by the student’s 
choir. Rev. Albert H. Plumb, D. D., of 
Boston, read a funeral discourse pre- 
pared by the late Rev. Richard Salter 
Storrs, D. D., of Brooklyn, N. Y. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. John M. Green, D. 

“O God Our Help in 
Ages Past,” another of Professor Park’s 
favorite hymns, was sung by the congre- 
gation.

MINISTERS MEET, 


Woburn and Andover Associations Hold 
a Ladies’ Day at Bartlett Chapel. 


The spring meeting of the Andover 
and Woburh Congregational associations 
Was held at Bartlett Chapel, Monday. It 
was a ladies’ day so that many of the 
Wives and daughters of the members 
Were present. In all, there were abdut 
seventy in attendance, over thirty being 
clergymen.

At llwda.m., Rey, Albert P. Davis of 
Wakefield, read an essay on “Christ in 
Art through the Centuries,” .and the 
essay was followed by a_ discussion. 
“The Influence of Poetry upon the 
Chureh” was the subject of a paper by 
Rey. William P. Fisher of Andover, and 
this was also followed by a aiscussion. 

Dinner was served at the Mansion 
house at 12.30 and the afternoon session 
began at 2.15 p.m. The opening essay 
was read by Key, Charles EE. Beals of 
Stoneham, upon “Chureh Arehitecture.” 
At, three«o’elock the last essay. of the 
meeting on the “Use of Musie in the 
Churches,” was read by Rev. Charles H. 
Oliphant of Methuen. Discussion fol- 
lowed the last two essays also. ‘The 
meeting adjourned at 3.45. 

By vote of the Association, the fol- 
lowing resolutions on the late Prof. 
Churchill were adopted at the business | 
meeting and were placed upon the min- 
utes: 

In placing in the minutes of the And- 
over Association the fact of the death of 
Prof. John Wesley Churchill, April 13, 
1900, we feel that we are recording a loss 
shared by a wide spread Christian public. 
We desire to express out sorrow at his 
removal in the prime of life and in the 
fullness of his powers. 

His entire professiona) career has been 
spent in connection with Andover Sem- 
inary and therefore within the bounds 
of this Association. Many of us were 
his pupils, all of us were his friends and 
admirers. We ever regarded him asa 
conspicuous example of a Christian gen- 
tleman and a knightly servant of Jesus 
Christ. His versatile and unusual gifts 
were used wisely and unselfishly and 
made him lovable,efticient and influential. 
His power on the platform, his hearty 
enjoyment of life, his cordial comrade- 
ship and many-sided sensibility gave him 
contact with large anil diverse circles of 
men, but while thus in the world he was 
not of the world. His popularity might 
have turned one of less earnestness to 
other interests than the Christian minis- 
try, but his devotion to it constantly 
deepened and strengthened. While he 
delighted in his extraordinary natural 
endowment and made the most of it, he 
evidently regarded it as asacred trust 
and sought diligently to serve God with 
his body and spirit. We have watched 
with pleasure the expanding of his in- 
tellectual and spiritual being, and have 
rejoiced in the recognition of this by his 
transfer from one chair of instruction to 
another. 

His practical skill, his public spirit, his 
artistic taste, and his genial disposition 
combined with native dignity made him 
variously serviceable to his associate 
professors and the students of the And- 
over Theological seminary, to the mem- 
bers of Phillips and Abbot academies, to 
the town ot Andover, to his brother 
ministers, and to churches at large. To 
all these, and especialiy to those who 
miss him in the sweet intercourse of the 
home, we desire to express our deep sym- 
pathy. We cannot think of our brother 
with his radiant energy and good will as 
being otherwise than joyousiy active in 
that sphere of endless life upon which 
he has now entered. As we contemplate 
the closing of this earthly career, we 
take comfort. in the assurance that to 
them who by patient continuance in well 
doing seek for glory and honor God will 
give eternal life. 


Meeting of Soldiers’ Aid Society. 


A meeting of the Soldiers’ Aid Society 
was held on Thursday evening, June 7, 
to consider action on the unexpended 
funds, now about ninety dollars. The sec- 
retary reported that there were six hun- 
dred and fifty-five members in thesociety, 
that the executive board felt that they 
had no power to expend funds as the 
object of the society was to furnish re- 
lief during the war with Spain. 

Although a quorum (twenty-five) was 
not present to take final action, the fol- 
following suggestions were made as to 
the distribution of the funds: 

1. Relief of the sick in 
through the Andover Guild. 

2. Relief of soldiers in the Civil war 
through ths local G. A. R. Post or the 
Woman's Relief Corps. 

3. Relief of the sufferers from famine 
in India. 

4. Tobe held in trust by the Ando- 
ver (iuild for relief of soldiers in the 
Spanish war. 

5, ‘To remain where it now is (the 
Andover Savings Bank) and be applied 
in later years to the establishment of a 
Home similar to the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea for soldiers of* the Spanish war. 

The last proposition was very cordially 
received. The meeting was then ad- 
journed subject to the call of the exec- 
utive committee.

Dr. James Harvey Kidder, the son of 
Capt. Ezra and Calista (Taft) Kidder, 
was born at Alstead, N. H. June 5, 
1825. He spent his ~-boyhood on his 
father’s farm but graduated from Kim- 
ball Union Academy at Meriden, N. H., 
in 1846 and from Dartmouth College in 
1850. He was one of the best scholars 
and debaters in -his~class.- ~He--never 
took the thoughts of others for his own. 
He always formed his conclusions from 
the facts in accordance with the some- 
what remarkable insight and sagacity 
of his own mind. He was ‘always firm 
in ‘his convictions but benevolent and 
kind to all.. ‘He studied medicine at 
Maryland University, Baltimore, and 
dentistry with his brother at Clare- 
mont, N. H. He soon after commenced 
the practice of dentistry in Lawrence 
and has been. considered one of the 
foremost in his. profession. He had 
been president of the Merrimac Valley 
Dental association and also of the Den- 
tal Association of Massachusetts. He 
has been prominent in the Masonic fra- 
ternity and was for many years a 
warden and vestryman in Grace Epis- 
copal church. He was one of the 
founders of the Lawrence Y. M. C. A., 
and one of its strong supporters. He 
was for many years treasurer of the 
Lawrence City Mission and was the 
first president of the Pacific National 
bank, holding the office for 20 years. 
He was one of the vice-presidents of 
the Essex Savings bank and one of its 
investment committee, In all of his 
business relations his financial ability 
and integrity have never been/ ques- 
tioned. To men of such strength of 
character and uprightness of purpose 
as Dr. Kidder our city dare much both 
or its past and for its future. 

Bs Kidder was married in 1860 to 
Adelaid S. Dodge, daughter of George 
Dodge of Lancaster, Mass-, and who 
died in October, 1896.

A RUSSIAN DAY. 


According to the old time reckoning 
this ought to be the 6th of May, though 
my calendar makes it the nineteenth of 
the same month. But as I am in Rus- 
sia my letter must be dated May 6th. 

But whatever the date, the time is 9 
o’clceck at night and the sun still so 
brilliant one may easily writes» home to 
his friends an. experience Of an es- 
pecially satisfying day. On my way 
here, I fell in with an American who 
lived in Russia and con¢olingly told me 
May was a ‘very bad month; wet, 
dreary and cold and generally uncom- 
fortable. But my especial old friend, 
the weather clerk is favoring me as us- 
ual, and though there is still much ice 
floating on the blue bosom of the river 
Neva, the genial sun says, “turn down 
your-eeat- collar, put by your muffler, 
and trust me.” The nogjes have not 
yet gone to the country, and they, 
touched with the kindly weather, drive 
out in full’ force, in semi-barbaric 
splendor. 

This is the young Czar's birthday and 
his stately capital is therefore, enfete, 
and lively with the national colors and 
later on will be brilliant with electric 
illuminations. 

A grand Te Deum was sung today, 
in honor of the Czar, at St. Isaac’s, one 
of ‘the .most superb..churches-in the 
word, filled with malachite and jasper 
and lapis-lazuti,.and built of purest 
marble enriched with superb statues 
and supplied with numerous i’kous or 
gods, literally. covered with diamonds, 
rubies and emeralds. 

The service was from 10 to 12 in the 
morning and was attended by thous- 
ands, including the nobles and military, 
gorgeous in rich uniforms gieaming 
with red and gold. 

The service of the Russian church is 
magnificent in the extreme and as a 
spectacular pageant defies description, 
The vestments of the clergy are fabu- 
lously valuable, of cloth of gold and 
heavy with precious stones of all sorts, 
twinkling in the light of thousands and 
thousands of wax candles, whose lance- 
like gleams are reflected from polished 
walls and gold mosaics. But the music, 
oh! the music. No organ. No instru- 
ment of any sort to make devotion a 
mechanism. Only the glorious sounds 
of men's and boys’ voices swelling out 
into the most ravishing strains that 
ever greeted human ear. So deep was 
the bass, that I was forced to hunt 
around after the service to ascertain 
if an organ was not concealed some- 
where. The men are especially trained 
by the government from early child- 
hood and the church choirs cost Rus- 
sia a-fabulous sum of money to main- 
tain. But the end certainly justifies 
the means; for the music here has at- 
tained a perfection, found nowhere else 
in the world. It truly approaches the 
celestial and French, German and Ital- 
jan music fades into a thin memory as 
one stands in St, Isaac’s, overwhelmed 
in this sea of glorious sacred song, Di- 
directly the Te Deum _ was finished 
my courier hustled me into 
the train for Tsarskoie-Selo, the 
emperor's country -patace, whither he 
goes from St. Petersburg at the first 
suggestion of spring. When we got 
there a _ bitter disappointment was in 
store, for the Czar was giving a state 
luneh and birthday party-to three hun- 
dred of the highest Russian nobility. 
He lives in a smaller palace about half 
a mile from the great show place we 
had come so far to see and as the road 
between the two places was lined by 
lawns Teenie awaiting the transit of the 
nobles from one palace to the other,. we 
determined to wait also and geta 
glimpse of those splendid equipages for 
which Russia is world-famous. Several 
heralds dashed down the road and then 
came ae stately plum-colored coach 
containing the Dowager Czarina, 
Grand Duchéss Olga and the Grand 
Duke ‘Michael and then at some dis- 
tance a pair if spirited gray horses 
drawing a dark blue brougham deli- 
cately panelled in gold. Whthin this 
sat,the youngest great man in the 
world, the heir of all the Romanoffs, 
Nicholas the Second, Czar of all the 
Russias, with the 
peopie on his shoulcers. he spot 
where I stood was quite alone and 
apart from the crowd and the Czar 


!having responded to the salutations ds 


he passed, settled back in his seat, but 
as he caught sight of yet another near 
the end of the line, he leaned forward 
graciously saluted me and turing to the 
Czarina who was looking the other way 
said something to her, whereupon she 
looked and bowed most sweetly and 
the Czar, again saluting, extended his 
White gloved hand from the carriage 


and shook it twice in the most familiar | 
Then the carriage | 


manner imaginable. 
rolled on into the royal park and my 
poor courier dumfounded at my good 
luck, had to answer numerous inquiries 
from the bystanders as to why the Czar 
had greeted me thus, 

He said he told them I was an Amer- 
ican commissioner sent over to appeal 
to Russia to help the Boers, whieh 
seemed to satisfy them as well as to 
delight them, for the people are in full 
sympathy with the Boers. 

After the royal train came the glit- 
tering procession of court carriages 
holding the highest and bluest-blooded 
of the Russian nobility. The costumes

DR. KIDDER DEAD. 


Dr. James H. #dder, one of this 
city’s best known and most Influential 
citizens, passed tu ais reward at 11 


o'clock this morning at his home, 8 
Jackson ceurt. He had been gradually 
failing in health for a year, but had 


been critically il only two weeks with 
heart trouble. 

The funeral arrangements 
been completed. 

Dr. James Harvey Kidder, the son of 
Capt. Ezra and Calista (Taft) Kidder, 
was born at Alstead, N. H. June 5, 
1825. He spent his boyhood on_ his 
father’s farm but graduated from Kim- 
ball Union Academy. at Meriden, N. H., 
in 1846 and from Dartmouth College in 
1850, He was one of the best scholars 
‘tand debaters in his class. He never 
took the thoughts of others for his own. 
He always formed his conclusions from 
the facts in accordance with the some- 
what remarkable insight and sagacity 
of his own mind. He was always firm 
in his convictions but benevolent and 
kind to all. ‘He studied medicine at 
Maryland University, Baltimore, and 
dentistry with his brother at Clare- 
mont, N. H. He soon after commenced 
the practice of dentistry in Lawrence 
and, has been considered one of the 
foremost in his profession». He “had 
been president of the Merrimac, Valléy 
Dental association and also of the Den- 
tal Association of Massachusetts. He 
has been prominent in the Masonic fra- 
ternity and was for many years a 
warden and vestryman in Grace Epis- 
ecopal church. He was one of the 
founders of the Lawrence Y, M. C. A., 
and one of its strong supporters. He 
was for many years treasurer of the 
Lawrence City Mission and was the 
first president of the Pacific National 
bank, holding the office for 20 years. 
He was one of the vice-presidents of 
the Essex Savings bank and one of its 
investment committee, In all of his 
business relations his financial ability 
and integrity have never been ques- 
tioned. To men of such strength of 
character and uprightness of purpose 
as Dr. Kidder our city owes much both 
for its past and for its future. 

Dr. Kidder was married in 1860 to 
Adelaid S. Dodge, daughter of George 
Dodge of Lancaster, Mass-, and who 
died in October, 1896, He left three 
children, Mrs. George L. Selden of this 
city, Mrs. Chas. A. McGregor of ‘Hav- 
erhill, and J. Harry Kidder of Chicago.

Dr. O'Hearn was born in Lawrence 35 
years ago and was’ educated in the 
public schools of this city, having been 
a graduate of the local high school.
